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The  Fine  Art  of  Growing  Stock

JUST  where  to  look  for  values  and  what  to  recognize  as  de- 
fects are  the  problems  that  confront  private  buyers  of  nur- 
sery stock  every  season.  Some  soils  are  better  adapted  than 
others  to  the  production  of  good  nursery  stock,  and  the  process  of 
growing  fruit  trees  for  replanting  is  not  a simple  one.  In  the 
first  place  there  are  but  few  localities  in  the  U.  S.  where  the 
work  can  be  advantageously  done,  for  nursery  stock  requires  the 
best  possible  soil  and  the  land  used  for  this  purpose  is  held  at  a 
very  high  premium  around  Dansville. 

As  to  the  best  stock  on  which  trees  should  be  grafted,  many 
nurserymen  disagree.  We  import  all  our  seedlings  on  which 
different  varieties  are  budded  directly  from  France  because  we 
have  found  by  experience  that  the  elements  existing  in  the  U.  S. 
are  not  at  all  favorable  for  raising  seedlings  with  the  full  meas- 
ure of  success  required.  Around  January  1st,  when  these  seed- 
lings begin  to  arrive  from  France,  we  carefully  place  them  in  our 
root  cellars,  and  throughout  the  winter  see  that  they  are  properly 
trimmed  and  made  ready  for  planting  in  the  Spring. 

We  plant  them  on  the  upland  during  the  month  of  April,  and 
all  through  the  Summer  months  they  are  carefully  cultivated  and 
hoed  weekly  until  early  Fall.  Budding,  which  is  scientific  work  and  can  only  be  done  by 
experts,  is  accomplished  in  the  months  of  July  and  August.  In  fact  the  writer  personally, 
cuts  the  scions  for  budding  from  the  best  bearing  trees,  to  insure  its  growth  the  Maloney 
way,  thus  making  certain  of  our  patrons  getting  true  to  name  trees. 

The  buds  are  first  inserted  two  inches  above  the  collar  of  the  seedling  after  which  they 
are  carefully  tied  with  raffia.  Not  until  the  following  Spring  is  it  possible  to  cut  off  the 
seeding  just  above  the  bud,  as  the  root  has  only  the  bud  to  support.  But  by  proper  cul- 
tivation and  careful  hand  work,  it  is  possible  to  produce  a growth  of  from  4 to  6 feet  the 
first  year.  When  still  another  Spring  arrives,  we  head  these  buds  to  a height  of  30  inches, 
but  it  takes  skilled  labor  and  very  careful  handling  to  produce  the  correct  development 
of  these  heads. 

All  this  care  and  expense  would  avail  us  little  unless  our  stock  is  carefully  dug,  and  so 
important  do  we  consider  the  digging  that  we  use  steam  power  for  the  purpose  which  is 
the  only  system  that  insures  our  getting  all  the  roots  entact  for  not  only  good  roots,  but 
all  the  roots  are  necessary  for  the  proper  thriving  of  a tree.  We  trust  we  have  given  you 
enough  pointers  for  you  to  determine  “Where  to  buy  nursery  stock.”

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What  a Good  Root  System  Means 
to  the  Planter 


ON  the  root  system  depends  entirely  the  future 
growth  and  development  of  the  tree.  In  fact  a 
tree  is  of  little  or  no  value  unless  it  is  equipped  with 
sufficient  roots.  It  is  regrettable  indeed  that  many 
nurserymen  pay  so  little  attention  to  this  most  im- 
portant feature  of  the  nursery  business. 

Trees  with  abundance  of  roots  start  quicker,  make  a 
faster  and  more  vigorous  growth  and  require  about 
one  half  the  care  of  those  poorly  rooted.  Good  roots  aid 
materially  in  bringing  the  trees  into  fruiting  early  for 
they  are  essential  in  quick  development.  We  have 
made  a scientific  study  of  the  character  of  the  tree  and 
use  only  the  very  best  French  grown  branched  rooted 
seedlings  on  which  to  propagate  and  especially  prepare 
our  upland  for  the  reception  of  the  stock. 

The  roots  of  the  seedlings  are  carefully  pruned  before 
they  are  replanted — this  produces  a heavy  vigorous 
root  growth.  The  extra  care  given  the  seedlings  from 
the  first,  results  in  the  well  branched  heavy  root  sys- 
tems which  are  formed  the  next  year  in  the  nursery 
row,  like  illustration. 

When  these  roots  are  produced,  they  must  not  be  cut 
off  and  left  in  the  ground,  therefore,  digging  is  of 
vital  importance.  We  own  one  of  the  three  steam 
diggers  which  are  now  in  operation  in  the  United 
States.  This  system  of  digging  is  acknowledged  by  An  Illustration  of  Our  Steam 
practical  nurserymen  as  being,  beyond  any  question  of  Dug  Trees 

doubt,  the  most  satisfactory  way  for  taking  up  trees  and  insures  patrons  of  being  sup- 
plied with  stock  which  is  equipped  with  a beautiful  fibrous  root  system.  It  might  be 
interesting  to  know  that  New  York  State  sent  for  a photograph  of  our  steam  digger  to 
use  in  a new  geography  to  illustrate  modern  methods  in  the  Nursery  Business. 


What  Careful  Packing  Means  to  the 
Future  Growth  of  Trees  and  Plants 

We  have  learned  that  the  best  trees  on  earth  can  be  packed  so  carelessly  that  their 
first  years  growth  will  be  slight,  if  they  don’t  disappoint  you  entirely,  so  we  have  or- 
ganized for  our  customers  benefit  what  we  call  “Maloney  Personal  service.” 

Mr.  A.  E.  Maloney  personally  oversees  the  packing  and  shipping  of  every  one  of  our 
trees,  he  says  it  only  costs  a little  more  to  do  a thing  right  and  our  customers  get  the 
benefit. 

Each  shipment  is  packed  to  carry  across  the  United  States — this  gives  a wide  margin 
of  safety  and  assures  every  shipment  of  reaching  destination  in  perfect  condition. 

Shipments  Made  by  Express  are  put  up  in  bales  using  flagging  to  protect  the  tops  and 
dampened  excelsior  mixed  with  moss  in,  among  and  around  the  roots— this  is  held  se- 
curely with  heavy  burlap. 

Freight  Shipments  are  put  up  in  carefully  built  boxes  lined  with  heavy  building  paper, 
using  plenty  of  dampened  straw,  excelsior  and  moss — this  prevents  drying,  out  thereby 
retaining  the  full  vitality  of  trees  and  plants. 

Parcel  Post  packages  are  put  up  with  shingle  tow  and  moss  carefully  worked  in  about 
the  roots  and  wrapped  with  heavy  wrapping  paper. 

Hence  the  reason  why  Maloney  trees  transplant  so  satisfactorily.

The  truth  of  the  matter  is,  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  sell  you  trees  or 
plants  at  our  prices  for  he  represents  some  retail  house  which  buys  from 
the  grower,  who  must  make  a profit.  This  we  will  term  profit  No.  1.  The 
retail  house  he  sells  for  must  have  a profit  which  is  profit  No.  2.  Then  the 
agent  who  has  big  travelling  expenses  must  get  a price  high  enough  to 
cover  his  expenses,  as  well  as  his  commission,  which  is  profit  No.  3.  There- 
fore the  tree  which  we,  the  growers,  sell  to  you  at  wholesale  plus  one  small 
profit  is  sold  by  the  agent  with  three  profits,  consequently  the  same  tree 
which  we  sell  direct  for  30c.  the  agent  must  necessarily  sell  for  75c.  to  $1.00. 

You  can  readily  see  it  is  not  the  difference  in  quality  that  causes  the 
difference  in  price,  but  it  is  due  to  his  extravagant  system  as  compared 
with  our  improved  method  of  selling  direct  to  the  consumer,  thus  eliminating 
two  profits. 

While  it  may  be  unfortunate  for  the  agent  that  the  mail  order  houses  are 
capturing  the  bulk  of  the  business,  we  believe  the  general  public  should  be 
taken  into  consideration.

Preparation  of  the  Soil. — Prepare  a rich  deep 
bed  of  mellow  soil,  and  have  the  land  sufficiently 
drained  to  relieve  the  roots  from  standing  water. 

For  best  results  the  land  should  be  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  is  required  for  a crop  of  wheat,  corn  or 
potatoes. 

On  new,  fresh  land,  manuring  will  be  unneces- 
sary, but  on  land  more  or  less  run  down,  fertil- 
izers must  be  applied  either  by  turning  under 
heavy  crops  of  clover,  or  well  decomposed  manure. 

Such  preparation  of  the  soil  will  furnish  a nour- 
ishment which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  insure 
success. 

Pruning  the  Tree  is  a matter  of  great  conse- 
quence. The  illustration  here  shows  the  correct 
way  to  trim  trees  for  planting,  do  not  be  afraid 
that  you  are  pruning  too  severely  for  you  are  not ; 
this  is  the  proper  way  for  best  results. 

Planting — Make  the  holes  large  enough  to  ad- 
mit the  roots  without  cramping  or  bending,  and 
deep  enough  to  set  the  trees  to  their  natural 
depth.  Fine  surface  soil  should  be  used  for  cov- 
ering the  roots  and  this  should  be  carefully  worked 
among  them.  If  the  ground  is  dry,  it  is  well  to 
pour  in  some  water  when  the  hole  is  partially 
filled.  See  that  the  ground  is  firmly  and  solidly 
packed  over  all  parts  of  the  roots,  so  that  there 
will  be  no  opportunity  for  dry  air  or  frost  to  enter 
and  deprive  the  roots  of  the  full  benefit  of 
their  natural  protection.  Omission  to  pack  the 
earth  solidly  is  the  most  frequent  cause  of  failure 

in  planting  nursery  stock.  We  cannot  too  firmly  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  packing  the 
earth  firmly  around  the  roots.  Fill  the  holes  full  enough  to  be  even  with  the  surrounding  surface 
after  the  fresh  earth  settles.  Always  remove  the  labels  when  plant- 
ing. If  these  are  left  until  the  trees  are  grown,  the  connecting 
wire  often  cuts  into  and  destroys  the  tree  or  branch  to  which  it  is 
attached.  Never  use  manure  in  contact  with  roots.  When  planting 
dwarf  trees,  set  them  low  enough  to  cover  the  stock  upon  which 
they  are  budded. 

After-Culture— Grass  shonld  not  be  allowed  to  grow  about  your 
trees  or  plants.  The  ground  should  be  cultivated  for  a space  of  at 
least  a foot  outside  the  roots.  This  should  be  done  every  10  days 
the  first  year  during  May,  June  and  July.  If  the  ground  is  poor 
it  should  be  enriched  with  surface  applications  of  manure.

Cut  off  about  six  inches  of  the  limb  growth, 
prune  off  bruised  ends  of  roots,  if  any,  make  a 
smooth  cut,  dig  hole  deep  enough  so  that  the 
tree  will  be  buried  to  the  same  depth  as  when 
standing  in  the  nursery  row,  or  up  to  the  collar 
— soak  roots  in  water  one-half  hour,  place  trees
